The TRAK101 allows you to adjust the tracking and 
sensitivity levels of the trackball for different application 
programs.

You may assign macros to key combinations such as 
Alt-A, Ctrl-B, Shift-C, etc. However, alphabetic or” 
numeric key combinations such as l-a, B-2, C-C, 
etc. are not allowed for macro key combinations. 


When using macro editing keys, Insert, Delete, 
Escape, Cursor Left/Right, Enter, etc. in a macro 
string, you must first press the F12 function key and 
then the desired macro editing key.
